Germany Hears of Retreat. 


News of the German retreat, despite 


every precaution, has passed through 
Switzerland to the north and caused 
profound depression in Germany, after 
so many announced victories. 


According to advices received at 


Geneva,

man towns, shouting:

It is also reported that news of 


the steady retirement of the Germans 


New York, Sept. 17. — The retreat of 


the army of Crown Prince Frederick 
William from its attacks on the French 
forts south of Verdun is the clearest 
indication of the complete failure of 
the German campaign. 


It can be but little doubted that this 


army -was the one intended by the kai- 
ser to deliver the telling blow on the 
French line. 
Even after the assault 


on the general lines of the French had 
failed, this army was 'held fast to its 
attacks on Verdun in order that by the 
capture of this fortress it might clear 
away the obstacle to the short supply 
line from Ivletz on the east. 


While the fifth army was attacking 


the forts from the southwest the sixth 
army under Prince Rupprecht of Ba- 
varia was attacking them from the 
east. 
Both armies have now been 


forced hack; only on the north are the 
German armies in contact with the 
forts of Verdun. 


Germans Still Hold Fast. 


The right wing of the Germans 


seems to be steadying down and to be 
offering a stronger resistance. Start- 
Ing from Consendoye on the Meuse riv- 
er ten miles" north of Verdun, their 
line runs west through Varennesi on 
the Aire river, and then west by north 
through Craonne, fifteen miles north- 
west of Rheims to a point west of 
Laon. Their right flank is prolonged 
by detachments extending as far as 
Peronne, apparently made up of the 
troops withdrawn from garrison duty 
in Belgium and the captured French 
towns. 


The extent of this German retire- 


ment can hardly be appreciated with- 
out looking at a map. On September 6 
the German line had pushed forward 
to the south side of the department of 
Marne, on a line running approximate- 
ly due east f-rom Paris, except for the 
loop held back by the French fortress 
of Verdun. In the last ten days they 
have been forced back an average dis- 
tance of forty miles to a line follow- 
ing the northern boundary of this de- 
partment. 


One-half of the 
French 
territory 


overrun by the invasion has now been 
cleared of German forces. 


See Strategy in Move. 


The general retirement of the Ger- 


man left wing indicates that they are 
conserving these forces by falling back 
on their fortified line. Prom Thionville 
south to Metz and then 
southeast 


toward Strassburg the Germans have 
a line of barrier forts similar to those 
constructed by the French from Ver- 
dun to Belfort. By falling back to this 
line they can gain for their left wing 
the supporting power of this fortified 
district. An increased effort can then 
he safely made to strengthen the right 
wing by diverting the re-enforcements 
of reserves to this end of the line. 


It does not seem probable that the 


Germans. will make a prolonged stand 
on the line now occupied. It is, how- 
ever, hardly to be doubted that after a 
stubbornly contested retreat they will 
line up again for a general engagement 
as soon as they feel themselves suf- 
ciently re-enforced to give them the 
odds of advantage. It may be that this 
second great battle of the campaign 
will take place along the [Mouse river.

Learning Through Play. 


By Peter W. Dykerna, Lecturer on 


Festivals, University of Wisconsin. 


"Oh what can we do today? We are 


tired of lessons, our play-things are 
broken, we have read all of our story 
books two/or three times, there is no^ 
thing to go and see, and we don't 
know what to do!" 


Have you ever heard anything like 


that, 
mothers, fathers, and teach- 


ers'? 
Have you, in the home, in the 


school,- on the play-ground, at a pic- 
nic or in the many other places where 
children arc, been at a loss for an 
answer? 
It is for such occasions and tor 


many other:: when children are to be 
taught so that they- will be radiantly 
happy and deeply impressed, that the 
dramatic method of teaching, lately 
acclaimed an an old method newly in- 
troduced is intended. 


Consider a typical example. Have 


you ever in school heard anything 
like this? 
"Johnny, bound Alaska for us. 
"Mary what bodies of water would 


you pass through before reaching 
Alaska if you were to start from New 
York 1" 
"Peter tell us something about the 


Eskimos,' the kind of food they eat, 
their manner of dress, etc." 


Did this sort of thing make Alaska 


an interesting, not to say a helpful, 
subject, or was it rather a very re- 
mote and rather unpleasant memory 
lo you? 
Now supposing the teacher 


had said: 
"This morning the whole 


class is going to help Johnny and 
Peter get ready for a trip to AlasKa 
They are going to be explorers and 
must have food, clothing, and.a com- 
plete outfit for tnis long journey. Now 
what will they need?" 
Then the class offiered,suggestions 


They told what kind of provisions 
and clothing to take, how to pack 
them in the smallest space, and (If 
the teacher wanted to get in her 
arithmetic lesson-in this connection) 
they made an estimate as ' to ill? 
amount and Kind of provisions 
the 


listance of the journey, etc. \Vhen 
p-verythinif had been made ready, Pe- 
t'pi and John'iy embarked in their im- 
.rinary craft or, if the fu.i was to 
•each its height, a soap box w is made 
to do duty for the good ship, As they 
proceeded from New York, they told 
what things they were seeing on their 
route, how they passed thru the Pan- 
ama Canal, what kind of fish and 
birds they saw, how as they gradual 
ly went north the climate changed, 
etc 
Arrived in Alaska, they made 


use of all their reading and general 
knowledge to describe in a vivid way 
the people, their method ot living, 
points of interest, exciting adven- 
tures and the like. 
Think-what a fascinating experi- 


ence this would be for a child of 
eight or ten! It would not mean 
merely fun, but it would mean that 
Alaska had become something tang- 
ible, something real, a place of great 
interest which the child would be an- 
xious to read and know something 
about. Apply this idea in a little dif- 
ferent manner to reading classes m 
the school, dramatic incidents in his- 
tory in civics, even in mathematics, 
and many other subjects and it is not 
hard to see that many topics which 
have heretofore had little interest for 
the 
children 
would become alive 


with possibilities. 


This idea can be applied, not only 


in the school room, but in the home. 
Summer hours can be made periods 
of intense enjoyment to the children 
by these play journeys—not only to 
Alaska, but to towns in our own land 
for which mother or father can sup- 
oly first hand Information, to coal 
mines cotton fields, great factories, 
histor'icregions, etc. Every magazlife 
article, every story, contains a play 
and hence a possibility tor enjoy- 
ment and instruction if children are 
g'ven a little skillful and sympathetic 
help.
